HARRISBURG. June 21.— (INS> 
—Revision of Pennsylvania’s penal 
code to curb communists was pro­ 
posed today by a sub-committee to 
the joint state government commis­ 
sion . 
The fact-finding body drafted a 
report designed to lead to remedial 
legislation strengthening 
he com ­ 
monwealths sedition laws. 
Imprisonment 
for 10 vears or a 
$10.000 fine was recommended for 
persons convicted ol 
terrorism in 
connection with a political move to 
overthrow constituted authority. 
Similar penalties were suggested 
ior persons found guilty oi organiz­ 
ing. or attempting 
1 o organize, a 
party which advocates violence to 
accomplish its ends, injuring pub­ 
lic officials, damaging property oi 
public officials and committing acts 
designed to bring the state govern­ 
ment “into hatred and contempt. 
The committee also proposed that 
any person convicted oi displaying 
a red flag in a public profession or 
meeting should

tee stated. 
The sub-committee's report prob­ 
ably will be included in the com- 
mrssion’s report to the general as­ 
sembly during ¡he 1947 session.

FOOD SITUATION MAKES SUC­ 
CESSION PLANTINGS URGENT 
Starting new crops where early 
vegetables have been harvested, or 
even starting new gardens at this 
tinif 
seems almost imperative be­ 
cause of the prevailing food situa­ 
tion. 
For those who failed to start gar­ 
dens early, it is still possible to 
grow a number of wholesome, tasty 
crops. But 
they should art 
im­ 
mediately. 
Seeds can be planted and trans­ 
plants set out with good chances of 
maturing with satisfactory yields. 


Among plantó that can be set out at 
his time are tomatoes tor late ma­ 
turing. 
late 
cabbage, 
cauliflower. 
celery, and broccoli. Seeds can be 
planted for cucumbers, endive, Chi­ 
nese cabbage, kale, rum baga, and 
carrots. 
Also snap beans can be planted 
continuously until mid-July lor a 
succession of these crops, and where 
there is ample space, sweet corn can 
be seeded for the balance of June 
In succession plantings bettei re­ 
sults are obtained where a clwmge 
is made in type oi plants. For ex­ 
ample. instead of following early 
beets with 
late 
beets, 
extension 
vegetable garden specialists recom­ 
mend a change to some crop like 
late spinach, lettuce, or kale. Like­ 
wise members of the cabbage family 
should not follow each other. These 
include cabbage, cauliflower, broc­ 
coli, turnips, and radishes. 


KEEP AFTER WEEDS. CABBAGE 
WORMS 
AND 
OTHER 
GARDEN PESTS 
Weeds present a continuing prob­ 
lem in the garden, especially after 
rains. A good garden management 
Is necessary for the remainder ot 
the season as a means for insuring 
good crop of mid-summer and 
lute vegetables. 
Rainy spells hinder regular cul­ 
tivation and often let weeds get a 
start, making prompt weeding ur­ 
gent 
soon a> soil conditions per­ 
mit. Row weeding and thinning can 
be combined to save time and ef­ 
fort. 
Cabbage worms which 
may 
bt 
found 
on 
cabbage, 
and 
related 
plants, such 
as 
broccoli, 
brussel 
sprouts, cauliflower, kale, kohlrabi, 
turnips, and some plants in the 
flower garden, can be controlled by 
use of one-half of one per cent ro- 
tcnonc dust. But. these caterpillars 


should be controlled before the cab­ 
bage heads begin to form. Other­ 
wise. it will be more difficult to stop 
t hem. 
Flea beetles. .smal black “bugs’ 
which include tomatoes in the list 
cf plants on which they like to iced, 
chew small round holes in leave 
and can destroy foliage oi sonr 
plants. Badly-injured tomato leave; 
curl and die. 
The use oi rotenone dust on to­ 
mato plants is recommended as soon 
as they are set in the garden. R<>- 
tenone also curbs other voracious 
insects.

Securities, Exchange Chair 
man Wants Protection 
For Larger Corp­ 
orations

T he am endm ent to the 1934 s ta t­ 
ute would apply to the firms in th t 
category having at least three m il­ 
lion dollars in assets and at lea;«:. 
■ ’00 security holders. 
It would bind 
these com panies to the reporting 
nd 
related requirem ents of 
sec- 
:ons 12-13-14 and 16 of the SEC 
act 
Among 
the 
corporations 
which 
■ ouid be affected bv the a m e n d ­ 
ment are the A lum inum Company 
f America, with $474 million asset : 
t he American C yanam id com pany, 
s i 39 million; the G reat A tlantic *4: 
Pacific Tea com pany of America 
<228 million; the G len Alden Coal 
om panv. $104 million; the New J e r ­ 
sey Zinc com pany. $89 million: the 
Singer 
M anufacturing 
company. 
$225 and the W eyerhaeuser Timbe 
com pany. $164 million. 
Purcell said th a t the new provi­ 
sions would m; inly affect some 1000 
com panies which do not file reports 
< omplving with the commission re­ 
quests. 
Such reports, he said, would 
riot load the firm s w ith “any sig­ 
nificant accounting burdens”. 
T he SEC ch airm an pointed out 
th a t the only provisions of the SEC 
set now applicable to unregistered 
securities are those which “outlaw 
frau d u len t and m anipulative p ra c­ 
tices”. 
Better Protection 
Purcell said, however, th a t the 
preventive m easures affected by the 
reporting requirem ents would pro­ 
vide better protection to the inves­ 
tor. 
“A commission survey shows.” he 
explained in a letter of tran sm itta l 
to congress, “that these unregistered 
securities are commonly bought and 
sold 
on 
the basis oi 
inform ation 
which is at 
best 
inadequate and 
som etimes m isleading.” 
‘‘Financial statem ents of th e is­ 
suers of such securities are bare an d 
uninform ative.'’ he added. 
“They 
lack m uch of th e inform ation n eed ­ 
ed for an inform al appraisal of the 
*s uer'r- securities. 
"The im portance of requiring such 
inform ation 
is 
considerably 
e n ­ 
hanced by cu rren t and prospective 
conditions in th e business world. 
“T he m a n n e r in which some cor- 
Dorate insiders have taken advan-
